WASHINGTON. June 30.— After six 
weeks of work, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee tonight finished its re-draft of the 
War revenue bill passed by the House. 
As revised, the measure calls for a tax 
levy of $1,652,170,000, which is $148,000, - 
000 less.than Secretary McAdoo told the 
House that the Government would need 

to run the war for this year. | 

Senator Simmons, Chairman of the 
committee, said tonight that the proposal 
of Senator Stoné of Missouri, to provide 
for raising another 31,000,000,000 by bond 
issue, so that the Government would have 
ample funds for its requirements, was 
| withdrawn by the Missourian after the 
committee had agreed that, if an emerg- 


enty arose, any additional funds couse 
easily be voted by Congress. 

We have provided ‘for ‘sufficient 
money to run the war away beyond the 
time when Congress will reconvene in the 
Fall after its Summer holiday.“ said 
Senator: Simmons. If the President 
finds the levy we have put in this bill is 
not sufficient, the deficiency can be made 
up at any time. But' the Government 
can run the war for many months on the 
appropriation we have fixed.”’

Spain Bare Submarines 
from Territortal Waters 


‘MADRID, June $0.—King Aifonso 
has signed a decree dealing with 
submarines, with a view to avoiding 
repetition of incidents such, as that 
at Cadiz, where a German submarine 
took refuge and later was escorted 
out of the port by Spanish torpedo 
boats. 

The text of the decree follows: 
_ Article 1—The submarines of all } 
the belligerent powers are forbid- | 
den to navigate within Spanish 

territorial waters or to enter Span- 
ish ports. 

Article 2—All such submarines 
which enter the Spanish zone for 
whatever reason will be interned 
until the end of the war. 1 

Article 3— The submarines of neu- 
tral nations which enter Spanish 
territorial waters must navigate on 
‘the surface, with their colors vis- 
ibly displayed.

enlightenment and the change in 
economic conditions, have given up 
the belief that once ruled them all— 
that they must live by devouring 
each other, and that peace was mere- 
ly the intermission between meals. 

As long as Germany remains uncon- 
verted to the modern idea, so long 
will the peace of the world be in peril; 
and when she is either forced or per- 
suaded to give up the ancient idea, 
the peace of the world will be assured, 

at least to the extent that no organ- 

ized attempt by one nation to mas- 

sacre others will be possible, for there 
will be no nation left which will 
desire it. 

If peace comes before Germany ac- 
cepts of her own free will the modern 
idea, or before she is so defeated and 
weakened that it makes no difference 
whether she accepts it or not, it will 
indeed be “the greatest disaster that 
has ever befallen mankind.” It will 
mean that she can renew the attack 
whenever she has regained strength, 
and that, avoiding the mistakes she 
made in this first attempt, she can 
have much greater prospect of suc- 
cess. It will be a greater disaster

He did well when he inded those 
who are gloomy over the Russian 
Revolution how greatly that event 
had simplified the future for the 
Allies. How could we be sure, even 
after defeating Germany, that the 
prize of the world’s liberty would not 
be snatched from us, or at least great- 
ly lessened, if the Czar was to sit 
at the council table when peace terms 
were made? But the Czar is gone; 
there is no fear that democracy, at 
the peace table, with her war-won 
prize of the world’s freedom ready to 
be grasped, will find “the most re- 
actionary autocracy in the world” 
there, talking to democracy in an 
obsolete language. That autocracy is 
gone, and if the bewilderment that 
followed the convulsion has tempora- 
rily unnerved Russia’s arm, yet when 
she again comes to bear her part in 
the fighting her allies will know that 
they are not fighting for a dream, for 
something that her discordant aims 
and mediaeval ambitions may snatch 
from them in the very hour of 
triumph. 

THE FOOD BILL DELAY. 

The prospect is good for an early 
passage of the Food Administration 
bill, although the hope expressed by 
President Wilson that it might re- 
ceive his signature by July 1 has been 
frustrated by the activity of the pro- 
hibition lobby and the unwise ac- 


‘quiescence of a majority of the 


House of Representatives in a plan 
needlessly to deprive the Government 
of vast revenues at a critical period. 
The House having accepted a rider to 
the bill providing, in the jargon of 
the hour, for “bone dry” pro- 
hibition, there was danger that the 
Senate would be unable to modify the 
provision because of the fancy of so 
many of its members that the whole 
country is eager to destroy the demon 
rum by fair means or foul. It is an 
old story with the present Congress, 
this infatuated pursuit of false issues 
and the tendency to pervert the mean- 
ing and purpose of the legislation it 
has to deal with. 

After enduring the delay as long as 


possible, however, the President has 


come to the rescue ofa bill the quick 
passage. of. which is positively es- 
sential tothe natién’s safety. In nis 
letter to the Rev. Dr. Cannon, Mr. 
WILSON explains the necessity, of the 
abandonment of the clauses in the 
amendment relating to wine and beer. 
The threatened ruin, without the n 
practical excuse, of the California’ 


and the throwing out of employment 
of many thousands of men engaged 
in the brewing industry, will be 
averted by the acceptance of the sub- 
stitute amendment, drawn up by Sen- 
ator Gore after a conference of the 
Democratic leaders with the Presi- 
dent. This amendment still prohibits 
the use of grains during the period of 
the war in the manufacture of spirit- 
uous liquors. That it will lead to a 
vast multiplication of illicit distilleries 
is not a matter which affects Con- 
gress in its present mood. Moreover, 
there are large quantities of spirituous 
liquors in storage, and although the 
bill empowers the President at his dis- 
cretion to commandeer all liquors in 
stock, it is not at all likely he will 
use that power unless a scarcity of al- 
cohol needed for the manufacture of 
munitions compels him to do 80 

The whole question of the restriction 
of distilling and fermenting and brew- 
ing should have been left to the dis- 
cretion of the Executive. That could 
have been done with the certainty 
that the President and Mr. Hoover 
would have acted according to the 
needs of the situation, But the forces 
of prohibition saw a great political op- 
portunity, and they have managed to 
delay legislation of vital importance, 
as other forces, less concerned with 
the welfare of the nation than with oel 
the furtherance of their own ideas, 
have delayed other important legisla- 
tion since the declaration of war.

She had pledged herself, if 
Serbia were in peril, to come to the 
rescue, and if she had done so Serbia 
might. have been saved; but when the 
expected moment came, and Serbia 
cried for help, ConsTANTINE deprived 
Greece of her sword and sided with 
the aggressor. Not satisfied with the 
blood of Serbia, he soiled his hands 
with Rumania’s too; for the fact is 
clearly emerging from the mysteries 
of 1915 that what kept Sanna, from 
moving to Rumania’s aid, when she 
fought alone against Germany, Aus- 
tria, Turkey, and Bulgaria, was the 
fear of ConsTANTINE and his ability. to 
work on the fears of the Czar. 

The broken pledge is now to be kept. 
It is too late to save Serbia, but not 
too late to revive her; and when S- 
RAIL moves on toward Serbia to drive 
the conquerors out, it will be by 
Greece’s ald, both passive and active. 
That day, which will mean the restora- 
tion of Serbia, will mean the redemp- 
tion of Greece. | 

Brazil is in the war to make the 
world safe for democracy, and spe- 
cifically to make the Western Hem- 
isphere safe for American democracy.

THE ADVERTISING TAX. 

In counsels given to Congress about 
the new tax law much has been said 
of the goose and the golden eggs; also 
Congress has been warned that in 
seeking honey it must avoid killing the 
bee.

Bling Stel Mit Be Ud for War Poe othe 


New York, June 27, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Every one who heard the speeches 
made by the members of the Italian 
Royal Commission at the luncheon given 
by the Merchants’ ‘Association on Fri-/ 
day, the 22d instant, must have been 
struck with the practical statements 
which were made by the members of 
that commission, and must have noticed 
the emphasis which was given to the 
urgent need of Italy for coal, fron, and 
ships. Signor Arlotta made a special 
plea for them, Senator Marconi strongly 
reinforced his plea, and: the 19 84 of 
Udine reiterated it. 

It is apparent that so great iid im-| 
mediate is this need that every energy 
should be bent toward meeting it. 
Signor Arlotta suggested that if we 
could not furnish iron for bo ships 
and for skyscrapers, we should for a 
ers. 

If it be true that the use of metal for 
buildings in the United States limits the 
amount available for war purposes; the 
buildings should stop and the ships go 
on. Preference should, of course, be 
given to the needs of our allies in the 
war, and the use of metal, especially 
steel and copper, in building work should 
be reduced to a minimum or prohibited 
entirely. 

We have been e extravagant in 
America in the use of structu steel 
for building work. There are hundreds 
of buildings erected in this country every 
year which could be just as well erected 
without steel, and in hundreds of others 
the amount of steel could be greatly re- 
duced. An enormous tonnage could be w 
saved if reinforced concrete, masonry, 
or other material was used. Practically 
all buildings of moderate height can be 
erected without the use of large quanti- 
ties of structural steel. Reinforced con- 
crete or old-fashioned masonry can take 
its place, and for a time at least we 
could well forego the erection of build- 
ings of excessive height. The architects 
and engineers of America have ingenuity 
enough to meet our building problems 
along these lines if they must, and if 
the owners of prospective buildings will 
adapt their views a little to the prac- 
tical conditions of masonry and concrete 
there is no réason why we should not 
in the end have even better and more 
substantial buildings for all structures 
of moderate height. 

When Colonel Roosevelt was President 
of the United States he inaugurated the 
first conference to consider the con- 
servation of natural resources of the 
country. Talking with several of the 
architects present at that, time, he half- 
jocularly and half-seriously charged 
them with being among the worst of- 
fenders in the extravagant use of 
metal,“ to which I replied that every 
pound of metal used in buildings was 
conserved for the future, and when the 
metal became more valuable than the 
buildings the buildings would be de- 
stroyed and the metal used; in other 
words, that the skyscrapers of today 
would be the steel mines of the future.“ 

The time may come, and may not be 
far distant, when this prophecy spoken 
in jest will be realized. 

The iron mines of this country, how- 
ever, are so extensive that for a long

“BABY WEEK” IN BRITAIN, 


Lady Aberdeen Asks Our Ald for the 
Great Effort There and in Ireland. 


New York, June 20, 1917. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Save the babies! Rebuild the nations! 

Such is the slogan under which Great 
Britain and Ireland are entering on a 
great national drive during this first 
week in July, to save the little children 
who will build up that golden future of 
liberty and righteousness which we be- 
lieve that the heroes of the present gen- 
eration are making safe for the world. 

The publication and the pressing home 
of certain salient facts have stirred 
British statesmen to a realization of the 


truth that a certain class of war work 


has been neglected, and that the results 
of such neglect may be seen by: 

(a) Ninety thousand and sixty-seven 
infants out of 986,821 born in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland in 1916 dying under 1 


year old, 


(b) The calculation made by doctors 
that an equal number of infants die 
before birth, and that a vastly greater 
} number escape with their lives, to drag 
out a maimed and crippled existence. 

(c) The fact that 10 per cent. of the 
children when medically examined in 
England and Wales on entering school 
life at 5 years of age are fourm to be 
physically unfit. 

(d) The fact that 1,000,000 men have 
been rejected for military service be- 


| cause of physical unfitness. 


And at the very lowest estimate half 
of all this national loss might have been 
prevented by knowledge, by proper care, 
and by healthful conditions surrounding 
inothers and young children. 

And. so, imitating the action taken in 
the United States by your wisely insti- 
tuted Children’s Bureau, a ‘‘ Nation- 
wide Baby Week” has been proclaimed 
under the Presidency of the Prime Min- 
ister and the Chairmanship of Lord 
Rhondda, the new Food Controller. Ser- 
mons are to be hed in all the 
churches on July and during the 


whole week every section of the people | ga 


are asked to take their part in the 
meetings, child welfare exhibitions, 
moving picture shows, baby confer- 
ences, tram parades, &c., through 
which doctors, nurses, food experts, and 
workers who understand the conditions 
which are responsible for so much wast- 
age of human life are to conduct a 
great publicity campaign, «ied by the 
press, and with the object of forming 
maternity and infant welfare centres 
and pure milk dép6ts wherever they do 
not exist, and of developing and. 
strengthening those already in the field. 

Thus it is hoped that while not di- 
minishing the all-impertant work of 
caring for the needs of our gallant 
fighting forces, nor necessary relief 
work for our own people and for the 
desolated countries of our Allies, there 
will be evolvéd a systematic effort to 
preserve the lives aud the health of 
those precious little ones who are our 
most valuable asset, and who once lost, 
can never be recovered. 

Already we have lost unnecessarily 
hundreds’ of thousands of lives, more 
than doubling our losses on the battle- 
field. D g 1915 nine men of Great 
Britain’s&fighting forces on land and 
sea, from all over the Empire, were

“The most unpfofitable place for a 
merchant’s money to be at the present 
time is in a bank, and a hand-to-mouth 
Policy of buying under existing condl- 
tions is. almost ruinous. 

2 ve a number of cases in mind,” 
continued Edgar B. Walters, New York 
Manager for the Kuh, Nathan and 
Fischer Company of Chicago. where 
retail store owners have been buying 
merchandise only when the need arose, 
and all of them have been very badly 
beaten’ in competition with others who 
have bought ahead of the usual time, 
and are carrying larger stocks, because 
of the abnormal times. Take the in- 
stance of the buyer for a department 
store in a nearby city. He is out how 
for blue and green flannel suits, which 
he wants ‘delivered immediately. As a 
consequence of his hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing he is paying more for these suits:

for to their customers. Besides this big 
price disadvantage, he is not getting 
the selection at this time that would 
have been offered him earlier in the sea- 
son. His store is losing trade, because 
of the high prices they have to charge, 
but somehow or other .it is impossible 
to convince the merchandise manager of 
the establishment that the thing to do 
is to buy ahead on the advancing mar- 
ket. He sent no confirmation of orders 
given for the Spring season, and so far 
we have received no confirmation on 
merchandise booked for delivery this 
As an example of the advances thet 
are constantly being mate in the trade, 
take the case of a raincoat that we 
brought out last October in our Spring 
line. The original price was $16.50, 
which enabled the retailer to mark 
it $25. We are now asking $24.50 for 
that same garment, and the retailer who 
did not put in an order for his full needs 
when we first began to take orders now 
has to-get $40 for it or he is losing 
money. The competition this man is up 


bought a full quota of such garments 
and can sell them for $25 is immediately 
apparent. The retailer who was fortun- 
ate enough to ‘get all he required ‘at the 
original price is now probably selling 
the overcoat for $30, which fully reim- 
burses him for any extra carrying and 
handling charges he may have incurred 
by getting the merchandise early, and 
leaves a sum besides that insures him an 


extra profit. The advance on this over- 
coat number was exceptional, but there 
are other instances that fully prove my 
point, which is that the retailer who gets 
n the market early is making — 
and the store owner who chooses to 
pursue a cautious d over-conservative 
buying policy is losi e to his more 
competitor.

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-T is the new thing that wins 


in war,” said Brig. Gen. George 
O. Squier, who both as a research 
' scientist and soldier has been 
studying many new things that 
make for the efficiency of the 
army and the national defense ever since 
he was graduated from West Point, in 
1887, after which he spent five years 
working at Johns Hopkins University. 
It was General Squier who laid the 
United States telegraph cable system in 
the Philippines, and later he wa military 
attaché of the American Embassy at 
London. But now, as Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army, the particular new thing he 
has in mind as the agency for winning 
the present war is the use of airplanes 
in such numbers that they will be in- 
vincible, that all the interior transporta- 
tion and other vital resources of Germany 
for continuing the war will be at the 
mercy of the Allies, that Kiel itself will 
‘cease to be the safe refuge of the enemy 
fleet. 
To say that the airplane is not new, 
that it was a practical thing long be- 
fore the beginning of the war, is beside 
the mark. The newness is in quantity. 
General Squier speaks of airplanes for 
the purpose he has in mind in about the 
same numerical terms that soldiers of 
the past used to speak of troops. There 
was a time when reference to 100,000 
infantry seemed big. Well, they have 
talked about 100,000 airplanes in recent 
Congressional debates as the number 
America needs to do her part in the war, 


and the pending bill calls for an appropri- 
tion of $630,000,000 for’ the building of 
‘aircraft. There is certainly n 


new about that. 
General Squier will not use specific 
figures himself, but the motto which, 
figuratively speaking, he has hung all 
over the walls of the headquarters of the 
Signal Corps at the War Department is, 
Enough planes to defeat Germany.“ 
_ “Just how many that will he,” he said, 
“depends primarily on Germany. Von 
Hindenburg has as much as anybody 
else, perhaps more, to do with the formu- 
lating of our plans. We cannot have any 
specific plans that may not have to be 
changed any day. That is the difficult 
_ thing for me to make clear to the loyal 
and patriotic business men who are stand- 
ing by ready to help us in manufactur- 
ing. They are men who deal in enormous 
quantities and they are accustomed to 
predict the needed quantity of output for 
normal peac. operations a long way in 
advance, but we cannot do that in war. 
We must be ready to make quick shifts, 
ready at any time to assume all the re- 
sponsibility for appearing inconsistent. 
A Soldier who cannot reverse himself 
from day to. day, if necessary, is not fit 
for his job.

To do so will help, psychologically, 


RNeminiscences of Hudson Park |

Pershing previous to his departure from

tell you how much I was struck with his 
perspicacity and discernment. 

“General Pershing, who had a close 
acquaintance in Mexico with one of the 
aspects of war, fully realizes that the 
European war, by its formidable com- 
plexity, has created the doctrines which 
are henceforth suitable to the constitu- 
tion of modern armies. He entertains the 
deeply-rooted feeling that the only school 
of war is war itself, and it is in that 
realistic spirit that he is going to pursue 
his work.

“Do not believe that many months 
are required to train good officers.

ourselves have been fighting now nearly 
three years; our army, which amounted 
to 1,500,000 men in August, 1914, now 
amounts te over 2,700,000 men, and we 
often felt the pressing need of officers. 
What have we done? We have commis- 
sioned more than 80,000 noncommissioned 
officers or privates, after causing them 
to follow a course of training of five or 
six weeks near the front. These have 
supplied us with the admirable leaders 
now at the head of our companies. 

“When I was a Captain in the chas- 
seurs & pied, my battalion included eight- 
eer officers. Out of those eighteen, only 
three belonged to the regular urmy; the 
other fifteen were myself, (a member of

Major Stuart-Stephens met many of 


tze German leaders before the war and 


heard from their own lips their concep- 
tions of strategy. Especially interesting 
was his acquaintance with Maeckel, au- 
thor of a German textbook on strategy. 
It is on his knowledge of these men and 
their cast of mind that Major Stuart- 
Stephens bases the conclusions set forth 
in his article. 

He contends that the war can be set- 
tled only on the battle front in Western 
and Southern Belgium, and that it can 
de settled there only if the Allies are 
able to increase enormously their numer- 
feal superiority. He declares that such

pated? WUnhesitatingly I declare that such a 
lamentable state of affairs will continue so 
long as Hindenburg’s governing tactical prin- 
ciples are apparently ignored and unprepared 
for. His system of fighting detaining actions 
by enveloping attacks in mass directed 
against one of the following army's flanks, 
‘is no modern development of Teutonic mili- 
tary science.

column commanders. On the other hand, the 
German system—that evolved by my some- 
time Berlin friend, Colonel Maeckel—is espe- 
cially adapted to working in the fog of war, 


and is therefore finding its raison d'etre in 


the condition of things that prevails on the 
whole western front. 

It demands, first of all, an entirely intelli- 
gent knowledge of the art of war on the part 
of the Commander in Chief, and Hindenburg 
is efficiently equipped in this respect. And 
it calls for character and vigor rather than 
intelligence in its column leaders. It assumes 
that, in war, information will not always be 
forthcoming exactly when it is wanted, or, 


at any rate, not in time to be acted upon, 


and that, therefore, it is necessary to have 
a hard and simple definite plan of action, 
laid down beforehand, and a vigorous and 
irresistible initiative to destroy the inde- 
pendence of the hostile Commander in Chief. 

Now the German system requires informa- 


tion to confirm the hypothesis as to the 


whereabouts and constitution of the malin 
body of the hostile army. Our system re- 
quires accurate information when the enemy 
has committed himself and is no longer free 
to alter his dispositions. 
Secondly, that. of Germany requires a stan- 
dard of average efficiency but not genius in 
the subordinate leaders—-not a heaven-born 
General here and there, but a corps of com- 


manders who cari be counted upon to play up - 


to each other. 

Thirdly, the German war method suits the 
conditions of uncertainty which, ‘airplanes 
all to the contrary, have shrouded opera- 
fions on the western front. In this form of 
war the German General Staff maintains that 
a vigorous ‘offensive in. great measure re- 
places accurate information. 

Fourthly, 
method contend that only the simple sue- 
ceeds in war. The German war doctrine is 
simplicity pushed to its ultimate. (In favor of 
the French Staff method, under which I have 
trained, it may be said that, given sufficient 
information, the plan acted upon is never an 
involved one.) 

Fifthly, the Serman method bridges over 
the gulf between strategy and tactics, since 
Prussian enveloping strategy brings about a 
battle of which enveloping tactics are the 
characteristic feature. 

Sixthly, in the enemy's system the com- 
mander in Chief must, to @ great extent, staid 
or fall by his initial plan of operations. In the 
Franco-British system a Commander in Chief 
can take advantage of an opportunity It he 
is able to recognize it. ot" 

Lastly, the German Commander in Chief 
bases his plans at the onset on reasoning 
rather than on information. When his mind 
is made up he risks much to gain time. 


This difference in system, according to 
the English expert, should work for the 
advantage of the Allies under present 
conditions of warfare, because of the ex- 
traordinary development of airplane 
reconnoissance, which enables a com- 
mander to use information far more 
plentiful and accurate than could be 
gathered in former wars. Says Major 
Stuart-Stephens: 

Let us imagine the two “opponents on the 
western front of equal éfficiency and, ap- 


proximately, of equal strength, one fighting 


according to the Prussian war doctrine and 
the other according to the Anglo-French sys- 
tem. Now, which ought to derivé the great- 
est gdvantage from the new cavalry of the 
air? The answer is, indubitably, “the side 


that can make the best use of its informa- 


ton. 

Should the airplane reconnoissance prove 
the German Commander in Chief’s reasoned- 
out plan to be wrong, the Gérman method of 
war makes it exceedingly difficult for him to 
profit by that information by giving a fresh 
direction to his operations as a whole. This 
weak feature of the enemy's battle system 
may come as a surprise to many of my 
readers who have been led to believe that 4 
Prussian commanding General embarks upon 
a massed operation carrying in his pocket 
several alternative plans to be resorted to if 
the tide of battle flows in his antagonist’s 
ta vor.. 2 

The German High Command laboriously 
manufactures a plan founded on logically 
reasoned-out conclusions. At what is caicu- 
lated to be the psychological moment it is put 
into execution with lightning celerity—time 
being, with the German system, the essence 
of success. 

I think the introduction of the air service 
factor in this war ought to make for the most 
favorable influence on our side. To put it in 
a nutshell, with an equality of nerial cavalry 


the advantage over the German ought to i 


indisputable; for the flying machine assists 
us in the formation of a battle plan, whereas 
it only assists the German leader in the exe- 
cution of an already-formed plan.

HE outbreak of war with a 
highly organized industrial 
nation wherein the Govern- 
ment has always given aid to 
‘The business interests, coming 
at the close of a long period 

of internal ferment when the attention 
of the American people has been largely 
occupied with consideration of the ques- 
tion of great corporations and their rela- 
tion with the Government, should bring 
about a change in the attitude of the 
people and Government of this country 
toward legitimate businesses. 

Size and efficiency should not be re- 
garded as criminal in themselves. Gov- 
ernment restriction of business abuses, 
not of legitimate activity, should be ope- 
rated by simple machinery and based on 
laws which business men can understand. 

‘In my ‘opinion, the attitude of the 
American people toward the great cor- 
porations has changed very materially 


for the better in recent years, and the 


realization that large industrial units are 
required for the doing of large things is 
now very general. There have been ex- 
césses in public action against large cor- 
porations, but I think it is safe to rely 


on the essential fairness and the essential 


intelligence of the American people to 


see that the corporations which observe 
the law and the principles of fairness - 


in business dealing shall receive fair 
treatment, both as a matter of principle 
and as a matter of national interest. 


I do not believe in the theory that 


miodern business organization tends in- 
evitably, or even generally, to monopoly. 
My views on this subject, after many 
years of experience in businesses both 
large and small, operating with a capital 
of a very few thousands or many millions, 
might be summarized as follows: 

1. Under modern economic conditions 
there is not only a place but a need for 
the large as well as the small business. 
The value of either to society depends 
entirely on the service which it gives, 
and the different kinds of service fur- 


nished by businesses of different size 


make the demand for the small as well 
as the large manufacturer, the corner 
grocery as well as the chain store. 

2. Monopolies are possible in three 
ways—threugh patents, through control 
of the raw materials, and through un- 
fair competition. The first two may be 
legitimate and permissible, for economic 
laws will regulate the price of their out- 
put and conditions of sale. The third is 
easily susceptible of regulation. 

3. Unfair monopolies can and should 
be prevented by a Federal corporation 
act, which should be of such a sort as 


to be easily intelligible; which should do 
away with the present conditions under 


which things entirely legal in one State 
cannot be done by the same corporation 
in another State, and which should carry 
with it the penalty, to be exereised by 
the Federal Trade Commission, of with- 
drawal of the license to do interstate 
business. 

Taking these points up one by one, 
I want to make it clear, first of all, that 
economic value, the thing that makes a 
business possible and profitable, depends 
on service to the public, but that this

However, it cannot be denied that the 
great efficiency that has been created 
in production. in recent years is very 
largely to be credited to the big corpora- 
tions which have been able to introduce 
the latest and most improved machinery 
and have had the courage to junk that 
which has been superseded. The excellence 
of the big corporation comes not so much 
from greater size as from greater ef- 
ficiency. To a certain extent, of course, 
this efficiency is to be attributed to its 
size; it has more capital to finance im- 
provement in methods and processes, its 


great extent enables it to operate more.

the initial cost. And so it has often been 
found in the anti-trust suits that small 
competing manufacturers are the most 
important witnesses for the defense. 
The fact is that the present necessities 


for big operations are proving the value 


of large agencies that can alone meet 
the requirements. No one can question 
the right of the Government to regulate 
large corporations, but it is imperative 
as a matter of national interest that 
this regulation be fairly and intelligently 
exercised. What is needed is a simple 


the Growing Amity of the Corporations, the Government and the Public. 


the head of great businesses of interna- 
tional scope are more likely to have the 


courage and foresight which are required 


when valuable and new machinery, which 
is nevertheless not the newest and most 
efficient, must be thrown upon the scrap 


The corporations have done 
wonders skilled organizations, 
which their size has enabled them to 
maintain; through research work, which 
has improved quality, developed new 
processes, and created new products. But 
the small manufacturer gets the benefit 
of most of the pioneer work done by 
his large competitor. A great corpora- 
tion can employ a man in research work 
for years, and when at last he has per- 
-fected his process the small competitor 


can buy him away at a price which the 


large producer cannot meet without dis- 
placing his entire scale of salary values. 
Large corporations are obliged to 
maintain uniform prices, for they must 


and intelligible law to prevent abuses, 
not legitimate uses, of capital. 

Large corporations doing an interstate 
business are put to great trouble and 
expense by different laws in different 
States. Some States will not allow ex- 
ternal corporations to own. real estate; 
others will not allow corporations having 
more than a certain capital to do business 
at all; and the result is the necessary 
establishment of small subsidiary com- 
panies which serve no legitimate, eco 
nomic purpose. Such matters as labels, 
in which State rules require the prepara- 
tion of a number of different kinds of 
labels for the same product, sold all over 
the country, exhibit instances where 
there is no additional protection to the 
consumer but a greatly increased ex- 
pense to the producer, a difference which 


the consumer must pay in the end. 


A Federal Corporation act to be exe- 
cuted by the Federal Trade Commission 
would change all this and simplify the 
doing of legitimate business. But it is 


imperative that the law be simple and 


clear. When the Supreme Court of the 
United States differs by a five-to-four 
vote as to whether a man has broken the 
law or not, the business man is hardly to 
be blamed if he does not know whether 
a given practice is a legitimate and eco- 
nomical business 


procedure or a crime

This law should define clearly what von- 
stitutes unfair competition. It should 
require a Federal license for all concerns 
with more than a certain amount of capi- 
tal; and it should make this license rev- 
oeable by the Trade Commission when 
it is proved that the corporation has vio- 


lated the law. There would be no viola- 


tions under an arrangement like that; 
the knowledge that illegal acts would re- 
sult in the abolition of the permission to 
do business would make every man keep 
carefully within the law. 

Further than this I do not believe 
Government regulation should or can 
profitably go, except in certain cases 


under conditions of great national emerg- © 


ency. Such conditions now exist on ac- 
count of the war, and I think it proper 
and desirable that the Government should 


exercise some sort of regulation over the 


necessities of ‘life and industry such as 


coal, flour, &c., under the competent ad- 


vice and direction of such great men as 
are now serving on the Advisory Com- 
harmed 
and na serious wrong can be done by such 


great captains of industry as constitute 


these various committees if the Goverm 
ment will only heed their advice and 
counsel. The policies should be deter- 
mined and enforced by the Government; 
the direction of the businesses under the 
proper regulation should be left to those 
business men. The Secretary of War is 
in charge of a department which includes 
many great hospitals; he has supervision 
of their general operation. But the See- 
retary of War would never dream of try- 
ing to superintend these hospitals in per- 
son. He knows that is a job for a medi- 
cal expert. The Secretary of the Navy 
does not interfere in the technical man- 


gagement of a shipbuilding yard. And 


the heads of other departments are like- 


wise unqualified for managing the very 


highly specialized technique of great 
modern businesses. Their function is 
that of control to the end that the inter- 
ests of the nation may best be served; 
but there is ho place for their interfer- 
ence except for that purpose and to the 
extent which will promote the attainment 
of that end. 


This regulation should be only as a 
war measure; in time of peace the laws 
of supply and demand should and will 
supply sufficient check. High prices 
which have prevailed of late and have 
caused.much complaint have been in- 
evitable on account of the demand. The 
buyer who knows that the supply is lim- 
ited and wants to get enough to meet his 
own needs makes the price. In the matter 


of coal, for instance, I know a buyer 


Whose annual consumption is half a 


million tons. He must have coal, or his 
factories will shut down and thousands 


knows that conditions are such that there 
may be a shortage. He sends his buyers 
price. 

In a case like this the seller really has 
very little to say in the matter. He 
knows his competitors are getting this 
price and that if he does not get it he 
will, perhaps, be unfair to his share- 
holders. He knows, too, that if he names 


a lower price his production will quickly ß 


pass into the hands of a few buyers or 
speculators, and in the end the consumer 
will have to pay a price still higher. Here 
is a case where Government regulation 
is not only justifiable but advisable. 

But this regulation of price, of dis- 
tribution, carries with it an obligation on 
the part of the Government to supply 
the producer with the facilities for pro- 
duction. I talked recently with a very 
large coal producer, who said that he 
had plenty of coal but could not-get it 
above ground. His miners would not

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| Leipsic May Lose Its Grip on Trade in Books 


F rench Publishers Act to Wrest Control from German City, 
Where One Jobbing House Alone Keeps 30,000,000 Volumes

The extraordinary position 
of Leipsic in the book world and the 


“methods contemplated by the ambitious 
* Frenchmen for dethroning their rival are 


told by M. Louis Hachette of the famous 
publishing house that bears his name, in 
a recent issue of La Revue des Deux 
Mondes. _ 

The figures adduced by him to show 


| the kind of battle upon which the French 
erusaders have embarked are such as to 


astonish all who have not followed the 
rise of Leipsic as the world’s greatest 


“book mart. He spoke of one huge book 


jobbing firm established there employing 
500 employes, and keeping in stock no 
less than 30,000,000 volumes, of the un- 
surpassed organization of the system 
centring in the German city. According 
to M. Hachette, no less than 12,394 book- 
sellers obtain wares through the great 
clearing house of Leipsic, “ sitting like a 
spider in the middle of its web.” 

M. Hachette denies that there is any 
necessity for French booksellers to bow 
any longer to Leipsic. Despite popular 
belief to the contrary, he says, only 10 

cent. of the output of French books 

_marketed through the German city, 
and there is no reason why in future 
France should not entirely emancipate 
herself from the yoke. He writes: 


To many of us Frenchmen in the world 
of books the colossal image of Leipsic, the 
formidable citadel of German editions, had 
become during the past few years a ver- 
itable obsession. Nevertheless, if one looks 
carefully at the state of affairs, one must 
ask whether this hegemony 80 proudly arro- 


her. Is Leipsic indeed the capital of books? 
She certainly is and will be for Germany 
and all lands where the language

M. Hachette explains in detail how 
Leipsic won her dominating position in 
the book world before the war. In 
France, he points out, practically all the 
great publishing houses are domiciled in 
Paris. But in Germany many famous 


publishing houses, some of which enjoy 


worldwide: renown and receive orders 
from all over the world, are scattered 
throughout the empire—-at Berlin, Stutt- 
gart, Munich, Tübingen, Gotha, &c. 
Were each retail book dealer to write 
direct to each one of these publishing 
houses for books ordered through him by 
his customers, he would impose a most 
voluminous correspondence upon his em- 
ployes and occasion all sorts of confusion 
and delays, 
Here is where Lelpsic comes in. To 
obviate inconvenience, the German pub- 
lishers have established a great clearing 
house there, the “ Booksellers’ House,” 
which daily receives orders from all over 
the country. In addition, each German 
publishing house of any prominence has 
an agency at Beipsic, which keeps a stock 
on hand of the books published by the 
house, so the orders pouring in to the 
“ Booksellers’ House” are turned over to 
these agencies and filled with the mini- 
mum of delay. There are also commis- 
sion merchants representing smaller 
firms. In this way Leipsic can supply 
practically any book published in the 
world, and booksellers need not bother 


their heads about trying to find out 


where a book is published or what ‘the 
charges will be from the point of publi- 
cation to the place where the prospective 


customer resides. All they have to do is

Great economy has resulted to the man- 
ufacturer from improved machinery.

M. Hachette emphatically denies that 
there is anything in Leipsic’s position to 
deter French booksellers from endeavor- 
ing to overthrow the German octopus, 
and he points to the great progress made 


during recent years in the direct exporta- 


tion of French books from France as an 
encouraging omen for the future. 
France's best customer has been Bel- 
gium. Other friends of French books 
were Switzerland, Canada, Italy, the Uni- 
ted States, Argentina, and Brazil. Of 
Great Britain, too, he has hopes, since 


that country has been a steady customer

He by no means advocates servile imi- 
tation of German methods in attracting

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How Declaration of Independence Was Drafted 


Jefferson Selected as the Because Richard 


H. Lee Was Absent—The 14ist Anniversary Next Wednesday, 


 thisteen Colonies 141 years age en the 


coming Fourth of July (next Wednesday) 
is a sentence which seems fitting today 
as an indictment of the European mon- 
arch against whom America is at war 

It is this: 

Our repeated petitions have been answered 
only by repeated injury. 

And then follows this arraign- 
ment of the last of the English Kings 
who maintained the divine right of rule: 

A Prince whose character is thus marked 


dy every act which may define à tyrant is 


unfit to be the ruler of 4 free people. 


That is the sentence to which John 
Adams referred when he said that had 


he drawn up the paper he would not have 


inserted it. 
'I theught this too personal,” he ex- 
pla ined, for I never believed George to 
be a tyrant in disposition or in nature.” 
Prior to the revoluticnary struggle, the 
sentiment in all the Colonies for ten years 
and more from the time of the first 
Stamp act troubles was . powerfully 
against a severance of relations with the 


parent country. Paul Revere's ride and 


the battle of Lexington and Concord in 


April, 1775, memorable as those events 


are as the forerunners of the great con- 
flict, failed to arouse any widespread 
enthusiasm for independence. It is even 


significant to note that just a year be- 


fare the Declaration of Independence was 
unanimously approved by all of the thir- 
teen Colonies, the Continental Congress 


that had appointed Washington Com- 


mander in Chief of the Army, drew up on 
July 6, 1775, a declaration of the causes 
for taking up arms in which it was said: 

We mean not to dissolve that unien which 


nas se long and so happily subsisted between 


us and which we sincerely wish to see re- 
stored. 

Even Thomas Jefferson, the author of 
the Declaration of Independence, two 
months after the battle of Bunker Hill, 
wrote that he was “looking with fond- 
ness toward a e with Great 
Britain.“ 

It has been said that the colonists 
were the conservatives, and George III. 
and the English Parliament the radicals 
in starting the American Revolution. A 
few far-sighted leaders, like Benjamin 
Franklin, Samuel and John Adams, and 
Patrick Henry, had felt at a comparative- 


of Mecklenburg County, N. C., in May, 
177%, was ene of several local events in- 

toward independence, but not until the 


gress went into a Committee of tlie” 
to discuss the resolutions. The delegafes 


from Pennsylvania, New Tork, and one 
or two other Colonies objected on the

Unanimous action by all the Colonies 
on so momentous a question was regard- 
ed by Congress as of paramount impor- 


. tance. Some of the delegates had not 


been instructed to go so far as voting for 
independence, New York and New Jer- 
sey being among them. The majority

Things moved rapidly in the Colonies 
after that, and it is a tribute to the in- 
fluence of Paine’s pamphlet that in less 
than six months after its initial publica- 
tien Richard Henry Lee of Virginia rose 
in the Continental Congress at Philadel- 
phia, on June 7, 1776, and presented his 
famous resolutions which quickly led to 
the Declaration of Independence. The 
resolutions, in Lee’s handwriting, and 
now one of the treasured papers in the 
Library of Congress, were: « 

Resolved, That these United Colonies are 
and of right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent States; that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British Crown, and that 
all political connection between them and the 
State of Great Britain is and ought to be 
tetally dissolved ; 

That it is expedient forthwith to take the 
most effectual measures for ferming foreign 
alliances ; 

That a plan of confederation be prepared 
and transmitted to the respective Colonies for 
their censideration and approbation. 


Here, in fact, was the Declaration of 


Independence in a nutshell, proposed by 
one of the most eminent men of the most 


influential Colonies at that time and 


premptly seconded by John Adams of 
Massachusetts. It was deemed wise to

On June 10 Congress postponed final 
consideration for three weeks, and on the 
following day appointed a committee of 
five to draw up the Declaration. Richard 
Henry Lee, as the proposer of the plan, 
would surely have been on the committee 
and, possibly, its Chairman, had he not 
in the meantime been hurriedly sum- 
moned home at the illness of his wife. 
But for that Lee might have been the 
author of the Declaration instead of his 
younger Virginia colleague, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, then but 33 years of age. 

Jefferson had brought to Congress the 
reputation of wielding a facile pen, and 
in the balloting fer the committee he re- 
ceived a majority of votes and became its

T is a mistake to assume that Ger- 
many’s official atrocities are 
purely due to the calculated plans 
of cold intellect. They are also 

the product of collective feelings.

background when official Germany began 


is attempts, with shootings, arson, and 


Zeppelins, to “ scare” men and women in 
lands where unshakable valor has had its 
home for centuries. These stupidities 
have lost the war for Germany; more 
than anything else they have steeled the 
Will of every great democracy to defeat 
the bully. No, surely, not the head but 
the heart prompts Frightfulness. It is 
the fruit of two things—fear and plain 
bad temper. 

‘Before the war Germany was afraid 
for its place in the sun, afraid for its 


‘share of the world's commerce, afraid 


for its reputation as a world power, 
afraid of its own taxpayers, afraid for 
its ability to win in the coming conflict 
by fair fighting. Decades of subconscious 
fear and of exasperation at the prosper- 
ity of neighboring powers finally led to 
a general loss of self-control, and the 
strategic railways to the Belgian border 
were ordered.

Physiologists have provid that the 
steady use of alcoholic drinks causes 
permanent degeneration of bodily tissues, 
especially nervous tissue.

The researches of Kraepelin, 
perhaps the greatest authority on the 
effects of German beer, and of others 
have shown that there is nu qualitative 
difference in the physiological influence 
of beer and spirits, so far as the alcohol 
contents are concerned. Persistent use 


of beer, a 4 per cent. solution of alcohol, 


like whisky, a 50 per cent. solution, pro- 
duces. release of inhibitions,” a loss of 
self-control. 

In that excellent work, “ Aleohol and 
the Human Body,” by Sir Victor Horsley 
and M. D. Sturge, we read: “ Self-con- 
trol is one of the highest functions of 
the brain, and the racial power which 


results to a people as a consequence of 
the individual practice of self-control. 


cannot be estimated too highly. There- 
fore we train our children as far as pos- 
sible to control their emotions and their 
actions, in the hope that ultimately they 
may become worthy members of the com- 
munity. 

“Now the effect of alcohol in dimin- 
ishing and breaking down this acquired 
self-control may be seen in every ‘condi- 
tion of social life, undoing the work of all 


- educationalists and parents. 


“ By deadening the brain cells, where- 
in are registered the ideals on which we 
depend for calmness of judgment, alcohol 
causes serious lapses of self-control in 
many people, especially in young adults. 
Quite small doses are often responsible 
for the commission of reckless, self pleas- 
ing-actions, and for the inordinate sway 
of the passions, which are no longer kept 
in full control by the higher powers of 
the mind, because these are more or less 
in abeyance as the result of the paralyz- 
ing effect of the drug.” 

Abundant scientific experiments have 
demonstrated that a man who drinks 
beer even quite moderately every day is 


— 


government, while Adams in 1822 wrote, 
“There is not an idea in it but what 
had been hackneyed in Congress for two 


years before.” Jefferson, in replying to. 


Adams’s strictures three years before his 
death, said with a certain calm dignity: 


Whether I had gathered my ideas from read- 
ing or reflection I do not know. I know only 
that I turned to neither book nor pamphiet 
while writing it. I did not consider it as 
any part of my charge to invent new ideas 
altogether and to offer no sentiment. which 
had ever been expressed before. 


Perhaps the best answer to the criti- 
cism of non-originality has been made by 
Moses Coit Tyler in his “ Literary His- 
tory of the American Revolution.” He 
says: 

Wen gathered up the thoughts ana 
emotions and even the characteristic phrases

never quite sober: This mildly alcoholic 
state is usually not conspicious by a very 


decided lack of efficiency or of social 


decorum in the poigoned man. Hence the 
effects of steady beer drinking are not as 
strflsigg as in the case of persons poisoned 
with whisky, rum, or absinthe. Yet I 
venture the hypothesis that lifelong 
drinking of mild beer has been one of the 
more potent causes for the amazing bru- 
talities of official Germany. Those crimes 
have been ordered by men who, for dec- 
ades, have been poisoned by beer. In 
times of peace and quiet the poisoning 
causes derangement of brain tissue, often 
expressed merely in some form of senti- 


. mentality, plain or maudlin. If, however, 


the victim is put under stress, his nervous 
disorder is likely to lead to bad temper 
and bad judgment, with endless possi- 
bilities in the way of loss of dignity, poise, 
and the sense of human followship. The 


final result here considered is the develop- 


ment of true savagery. 

One may reply to this suggestion that 
about as much alcohol per capita is drunk 
in England and France, where official 
brutality has long been practically un- 
known. There are, however, two im- 
portant contrasts between the drinking 
of den. and that of France or Eng- 
land. 

The Germanie W are the only 
great group who feed alcohol to the 
babies or very young children of middle 
and upper classes. Just at the time of 
life when the nervous system should be 
specially protected against all poisons, 
vast numbers of German children are 
kept mildly charged with alcohol. If the 
baby has not already been prenatally 
damaged because of the beer drunk by 
his mother, he still runs the risk of 
poisoning from the alcohol-bearing milk 
of a drinking mother or wetnurse. The 


child grows to manhood, drinking alcohol 


and continually handicapped in his de- 
velopment of cerebral, 
moral, control. On the other hand, nearly 
all the alcohol drunk in France and Eng- 
land is consumed after the formative 
years of childhood are past, distinctly 
lessening the danger of permanent 
cerebral degeneration. 

Secondly, it makes a deal of difference 
as to who does the drinking. The drunk- 
ards of France and the British Isles are, 
as elsewhere, brutal and mean when 
crossed or provoked; but, fortunately for 
the good name of the Governments of 
these two countries, many men of the 


who was not elected to Congress until the 
Fall, but was permitted to sign the docu- 


ment in November, making the total num- 


ber of the famous signers” fifty-six. 


Of all the signers, Jefferson and Adams 


bear a deeper personal relation to the 
Declaration than any others. Adams 
was its most vigorous supporter in Con- 
gress and Jefferson bears testimony to 
his valuable aid, In after years both re- 
ceived the highest honors that the citizens 
could bestow. They were permitted to 
witness the growth of their country for 
half a century from the first Independ- 
ence Day. The day of their death, July 
4, 1826, was the fiftieth anniversary of 
the memorable Fourth of July. It was 
the most remarkable coincidence ever re- 
corded in American history. Jefferson 
was 83 years old and John Adams 91 
years. 

Charles Carroll, one of the Maryland 
signers, who made himself famous by 
adding to his signature “of Carrollton,” 
so that he could be readily found if any 
hanging were to be done, survived the two 
Declaration leaders by six years. He 


died in 1832 at the age of 94 years, the 


last survivor of the fifty-six creators of 
the United States of America. There 
were eminent men among them, includ- 
ing Samuel Adams, Robert Treat Paine, 
and Elbridge Gerry from Massachusetts, 


and therefore. 


ruling classes, the men who issue orders, 
are not addicted to the daily use of 
alcohol, either in youth or maturity. 
Neither were their mothers, who be- 
queathed to them their steady nerves. 
The restraint and sporting fairness of 
the sober Englishman or Scot contrast - 
with the selfishness and unrestrained vio- 
lence of the ale-poisoned Englishman of 
East London or the whisky-poisoned Scot 
of Glasgow. The war policy of France or 
England is being controlled by men who 
have not been at all poisoned by alcohol, 
or at least have been less poisoned than 
many prominent German officials, who, 
day in and day out, are kept irritable by 
the national drink. 

Many of us have lived in Germany. 
We are convinced that a goodly number 
of Germans disapprove of the atrocities — 
planned and executed by their officials. 
We cannot share the notion that the 
Germans are necessarily of a different 
race from the peoples of Western Europe 
and America. But there is some insidious 


influence at work in Central Europe 


which has produced horrors, treacheries 
to civilization, futile and stupid. If this 
influence is alcoholism, it can-be eradi- 
cated. In the future, abstinence or great 
temperance among the ruling classes of 
Germany may enable them to win back 
our respect by behaving as “ true sports ” 
even under stress and competition, exact- 
ly as thousands of sober Germans are 
now behaving. The pity of it that so 
many of these are now, and are destined 
to be still more, put to shame by the 
berserker rage of some of their leaders! 

In writing this I do not, of course, 
forget the larger issues leading to the 
great war and its bitterness—the tragic 
accidents of geography; the vitality of 
that foolish doctrine, the Divine Right 
of the State; the decay of religious faith 
in much of Europe; the reversion to the 
barbarian’s belief that personal and na- 
tional honor stops at the national 
boundary; and the political inexperience 
of most Germans. All these and other 
factors enter into the problem as to why 
the German High Command orders 
murder, rape, and slavery as essentials 
in the making of war. That problem 
as a whole is beyond any pen, but some 
part of its solution may be found in the 
relations of chronic alcoholism to the 
human soul. Was the great von Moltke 
right when he said: Beer is a far 
more dangerous enemy to Germany than 
all the * of France”?

In Self-Defense, Since Germany F . the Fight: to Preserve 
Democratic Principles, Which Germany Threatens Everywhere 


Besides being an author, editor, clergy- 
man, and educator, Dr. Mathews is a- 
member of the National Security Leagues 
committee organized to spread through- 
out the United States information on the 
causes of our war with Germany. The 
committee was formed because of a prev- 
alent belief that many Americans were 
unfamiliar with the extent of our griev- 
ances and the reasons why war could not 
be avoided. Dr. Mathews is known as a 
student of international politics.

he and Dr. S. L. Gulick went to Japan as 
_ representatives of the churches of the 
- United States.

F America needs to be told why 
is at war, its ignorance is to its 


credit. A nation that has tried 


to live like a gentleman among 
nations has naturally found it 
; difficult to believe that all na- 
tions are not moved by respect for the 
customs and the laws which codify gen- 
tlemanly relations between nations. 


We have at times overpraised our vir- 
tues and purposes, and in consequence 
for the last generation we have listened 
with a rather amused tolerance to suc- 
cessive proclamations of the Kaiser and 
the laudation of Germany by subsidized 
mouthpieces. After war broke out in 
1914 for two years we struggled to treat 
Germany and its agents as we expected 
other nations to treat ourselves. 

Our attitude might have characterized 
the Good Samaritan if he had come upon 
the robbers" holding up the traveler, and 
schooled himself to believe that the whole 
affair was exaggerated. We simply could 
not realize the German attitude of mind. 
Accustomed as many of us had been to 
interpret the finer ideal life of Germany, 
we could not believe that men. like 
Eucken, Harnack, Herrmann, and Deiss- 
mann could freely and without reserve 
lend themselves to the defense of that 
which. was unworthy of their words as 
we had understood them. 

Against our will we have been disillu- 


sioned. We have not gone into war; we 


have had war thrust upon us. A chain 
of circumstances over which we have had 
no control has brought home to the Amer- 
jeans, anxious to maintain their faith in 
Germany, the convietion that America's 
sovereignty was being outraged, its peo- 
ple killed, its inner peace deliberately at- 
tacked, and its institutions, founded in 
sacrifice and offered to the world, not 
only despised but in danger of destruc- 
tion. 

Germany has forced America, as it has 
forced almost the entire world, to de- 
fend itself by arms. Nobody but those 
suffering from myopic idealism or un- 
American, if not definitely pro-German, 

sympathies can see anything else. Some 
of us have suffered when the scales have 
fallen from our eyes, but the scales have 
fallen—cut away by. facts. At last we 
see clearly. We have not been drawn 
into the war by capitalism, or by com- 
mercialism, or by national policy. For 
months we have been living in a state of 
war, deliberately planned by a nation 
whose leaders for ten years have been 
preparing some day to fight America and 
who have counted our good nature as 
cowardice, our unpreparedness as a lack 
of national self-respect. 

Here are the facts: 

. We are fighting this war, in the first 
place, because Germany made war 
upon us. 

For years she has sought to build up 
in America a community more loyal to 
herself than to the United States. Money 
has been lavishly spent in Germanistic 
societies, alliances, and associations to 
win the admiration and loyalty. of Amer- 


ican citizens. Our universities have been 


flattered, our professors have been hon- 

cored for this reason. Praise of the 

Kaiser has been inserted even in the 

spelling books of our public school sys- 
tem. Spies have been everywhere. 

efficials, many of them in high diplo- 


a neutral nation, as if it were an enemy. 
Pro-German publications were founded 
and subsidized, strikes were organized, 
manufacturing plants were blown up, 
plots against nations with whom we had 
treaty relations were formed within our 
borders, bombs were placed on ships in 
our ports.

We saw Germany precipitating this 
world war, in whieh she has used poison ~- 
and fire, as a part of her official poliey 
at a moment when in the opinion of her 
leaders she judged the rest of the world’ 
to be unready to defend itself against an 


paring for forty years. 

This plain catalogue of facts makes it 
evident why America is fighting to-de- 
fend itself and democracy. We have en- 
tered the war primarily in self-defense. 
To have done anything less would have 
been to surrendér our sovereignty and to 
have waited passively until the German 
program had been so far carried out and 
the truly modern nations of Europe so 
weakened that we in our unpreparedness 
would have been forced to fight a rapa- 
cious, conscienceless military autocracy, 


ties, aggrandizement, and the control of 
the world. Our alignment inevitably was 
with and for democracy. 

An epoch of civilization hangs in the 
balance. Not to have co-operated with 
a world that is endeavoring. to protect 
itself and its future from Germany with 
its militaristic autocracy, its terrorism, 
and its disregard of international law, 
that noblest product of civilization, would 
have been a bid for suicide.

And it has 
been more than a theory with them; it 
has always prevailed as a fact of every- 
day life in all such little village affairs 
as they were allowed to handle for them- 
selves. They have the fundamentals, and, 
now that the opportunity has come, they 
will know how to apply them to their 
fairs. 

“Another mistake that has been made 
by the outside world in its thought of 
Russia has been in exaggerating the ig- 
norance of the Russian people. Illiteracy 
is not so dense as some seem to think. 
It certainly is not hopeless. ‘Schools have.

So U Mane Men Are Drafted for the Trenches That People at 
Home Must Systematize Prevention of Disease, Says Dr. Geier

by the English doctors to his question 
was grimly indicated by Colonel Good- 
win. Where will we get more doctors? ” 
dhe said. We haven’ got them. That's 
‘what it comes to.” 

But the appalling havoc that the war 
has wrought among the doctors is not 
only felt by the army; the civilian popu- 
lation at home in England is also suf- 
fering from a lack of medical attention. 
The outbreak of an epidemic—anything 
like the infantile paralysis plague that 
swept over a purtion of the United States 
last year—would find England in a crit- 
jcal predicament. Doubtless the other 
warring nations are in the same uneasy 
situation. 

“The entry of the United States into 
the great struggle is going to put us in 
the same position as are England and 
presumably the other combatants,” warns 
Dr. Otto P. Geier of Cincinnati, Chair- 
man of the Preventive Medicine Section 
of the American Medical Association. In 
enlarging upon the situation he con- 
tinued: “Already an impressive num- 


ber of our doctors have gone to the 


front, many of them leaders of the pro- 
fession. It is only an indication of the 
response that will be made by the med- 
ical profession when our soldiers are 
actually sent into the trenches. It is in- 
evitable that the medical resources of 
our country will be drained just as have 
been the medical resources of England. 

“In sizing up the problem before us, it 
must be remembered that this depletion of 
our medical forces comes at a time when, 
because of the fearful destruction of na- 
tional man-power in combat, it will be 
particularly necessary to work for the 
conservation of health at home. 

“There is no problem of greater urg- 


eney than this conservation our na- 
tional health. National means 
national efficiency. We must now 


to store up cnergy for the great indus- 


cessation of the war. 


“With a greater need “en health con- 


| servation and a seriously lessened medical 
force, it goes without saying that now, 


more than ever, it is necessary to adopt 


the most economic method of combating 


disease. This is to be found in thorough- 
ly organizing and stirring into activity 
all those forces that tend toward the pre- 
vention of disease. 

In the present emergency the general 
public should be roused to the necessity 
of greater activity than ever before in 
“swat the fly’ campaigns, in neighbor- 
‘clean up and brush up’ work, in 
ridding the community of all mosquito- 
breeding pools, in thoroughly enforcing 
the ‘don’t spit’ mandate. Every person 
who: sells, handles, or buys food should 
gee that it is kept free from contamina- 
tion. ‘The purity of water supply and the 
sanitary disposal of sewage should all 
be carefully looked after. 

“ These activities, of course, should not 
be left solely to the individual; town, 
county, and State should all co-operate.

“It is evident that the doctors have 
for all time passed beyond the stage of 


the absolutely individual and personal re- 
lationship of family physician and pa- 
tient to one where the community steps 
in to safeguard itself against any abuse 
of the old circumscribed relationship, and 
demands collective action in matters of 
health for the benefit of all. 

The concentration of population in 
cities has developed problems beyond the 


control of the private physician. With 


density of population have come the tene- 
ment, bad housing and living conditions, 
tuberculosis, alcoholism, venereal dis- 
eases, poverty, delinquency, and crime. 
The development of industry, with its 
occupational hazards, has created an- 
other series of health impairments, which 
the family physician may have the 
knowledge to alleviate, but the preven- 
tion of which is entirely beyond his con- 
trol. 

Every social disorder has a medical 
aspect in the neglect of the laws of a 
healthy mental and physical state. If 
the medical profession is to fill its place 


in the new order of things, it must real- 


ize that its work is fundamental to the 
solution of social problems; it must real- 
ize the necessity for community thinking, 
community action. 

“ Now let us see what are the needs of 
the individual. If we can devise a pro- 
gram that will meet his needs, it can 
probably be extended advantageously to 
the community. A man needs health so 
that he can work effectively and so earn 
a good wage, a job in an industry free 
from health and accident hazards, a 
healthful home accessible to his work, 
intelligent medical care in time of ill- 
ness, protection to his home and industry, 
good schools for his children which safe- 
guard the health, a Health Department 
which will protect himself and family 
against contagious diseases, healthful rec- 


~ reation for himself and family. 


“It will be seen at a glance that his 


success and happiness are all predicated 


on his health and that of his family; 
that this health is possible only through 
collective action; that the family phy- 
sician appears’ only when some health 
agency has failed to prevent disease. 

“ Statistics have been collected which 
are said to show that the anual wage 
loss in the United States due to sick- 
ness is $500,000,000. Tuberculosis, it is 


said, claims an annual economic loss in 


this country of nearly the same amount. 
Bad housing, bad living, alcoholism, 
venereal disease, and occupational dis- 
eases would surely add ah equal number 
of millions. And the same may be said 
of the annual labor turnover, or the quick 
hiring and firing of help; also of volun- 
tary absence from work due to personal 
reasons or lack of application. 

Now, these social and economic 
losses, totaling billions, are all prevent- 
able if society is really in earnest about 


improving its fundamental health con- 


ditions. 

“ If we would be successful in the im- 
provement of the health and happiness 
of the nation, we must, to begin with, 
reorganize both private health practice 
and public health practice. Both must 


be placed on a higher plane of effi- 


ciency. We must set up adequate public 
‘health machinery by reorganizing the 
Federal, State, and municipal health 
work. This work must be entirely re- 
moved from political control so that 
scientific attainment and spirit may per- 
vade the whole organization; and then 


we may have the um of co-ordi- 
nation and throughout this 
Machinery for attainment of 100 per 


cent. efficiency in working for public 
health. 

- “ What share of the 3500, 000,000 loss 
which is charged to illness is due to un- 
necessary length of illness on account of 
lack of diagnosis, faulty diagnosis, or 
faulty therapeutics? Lees from illness 


can be tremendously reduced through the 
establishment of diagnostic clinics so that 
100 per cent. of the people may enjpy the 
advantage of the most scientific medical 
and surgical knowledge obtainable. These 
diagnostic clinical stations would afford 
to all physicians in their daily work the 
same facilities as would extension courses 
and post-graduate work. One cannot 
imagine a better method of reiting the 
standards of medical practice. 

The ple — tur 
nishing of diagnosis;should be made free, 
or supplied at a minimum cost, so that 
100 per cent. of the profession may keep 
in daily contact with the progress of 


scientific medicine by taking their pa- 


tients to consulting clinics. Today, in 
large cities, only 20 per cent. of the pro- 
fession have access to scientific equip- 
ment and public diagnostic research 
laboratories, and these 20 per cent. have 
these advantages at the cost of the 80 
per cent. of the . 
cent. of the profession. 

“ By making diagnostic clinics free, or 
practically so, we will enormously stimu- 
late accurate diagnosis, systematic treat- 
ment, dnd preventive health work. These 
diagnostic clinics would be under the con- 
trol of the respective health departments. 

“The tremendous reduction in loss 
from illness occurring through the oper- 
ation of industrial dispensaries suggests 
the extension of this principle to the 
schools. If full-time physicians were 
placed in charge of. all-day dispensaries 
in schools, making physical examinations 
of all children, and prescribing for their 
minor ailments, using the public diag- 
nostic clinics already referred to for con- 
firmation of diagnoses, a similar reduc- 
tion would take place in lost time from 


school as has taken place in lost time 
from work through the operation of all- 
day industrial dispensaries. 

perhaps the greatest change that has 
come in medical practice has been the 
development of the field of industrial 
hygiene. It is now taking the whole 
time of thousands of physicians, and it 
would seem that the beginning has just 
been made. No doubt this latter situa- 
tion has been stimulated by workmen’s 
compensation acts, but it is equally due 
to the awakening consciousness on the 
part of the manufacturer that the health 
of the worker is a definite asset in his 
business. Medical care in industry is not 
a charity: it pays good dividends. 

“ Now, these questions arise: What re- 
lationship will this new industrial medi- 
cine bear to public health work? Should 
it not have some kind of supervision 
from the Health Department, sc that its 
Work may be well co-ordinated? And, 
lastly, would not industry co-operate in 
making industrial hygiene compulsory? _ 

“This type of socialized. medicine will 
be intensively preventive. 
cover disease in its incipiency; it will 
prevent loss from illness. It will attack 
directly such problems as bad housing, 
venereal diseases, alcoholism, tuberculo- 
sis, and thereby make a fundamental con- 


tribution to social welfare. 


I predict that should the socialization 
of medicine, the raising of the standards 
of medical practice, along with the ex- 
tension of preventive work, be consum- 
mated, our general sickness would be re- 
duced by one-half. This, of course, is 
figuring on the basis of our present con- 
dition; but with the impending depletion 
of our medical forces the value of all 
these things is greatly augmented.”

In this book, 
however, he is not trying to Create a thing 
of beauty; he is simply trying to express 
what demands expression. His story of the 
two little Belgian refugees is as simple as 
if he were telling it instead of writing it; his 
narratives of the battlefront are sincere. He 
has been wise in writing only of the things 
that belong to his experience and in writing of 
them as simply as possible. But the wisdom, 
it seems, is a wisdom forced upon him by 
the war. This is the war's book—the war 
has made use of the delicate and sensitive 
instrument that is the mind of the author of 
d' Islande.“

| THE NEW CRITICISM 
HE suspicion, often passing into m- 
‘concealed contempt, with which 
many a writer of verse and prose” 
views the literary critic is finely rebuked | 
by Professor J. E. Srincarn in his excellent 
little book on “Creative Criticism,” (Henry 
Holt 4 Co.) There have been irresponsi- . 
bie, narrow-minded, dishonest critics, of 
course, in all ages, and these have de- 


_ Berved whatever censure they may have 


reveived at the hands of their victims. But 
the shortcomings of a certain portion of 
the critical profession in literature should 
not obscure the intrinsic value, the high 
standards that may, and often do, belong 
to the best exponents of literary criticiam. | 
The cruel blundering, for instance, that 
distorted and condemned the poems of. 
Joun Keats is certainly not to be taken as 
a typical example of true literary criticism. 
In the light of Professor SPincaRn’s state- 
ment of the principles that are now coming 
into vogue in reaching a just estimate of 
a literary work, it is interesting to note the 
advance that has been made in the art of 
criticism since the days when the inhuman 
flaying of a John Keats was possible. In 
that age, when the unspeakable Grrrorp 
dominated the critical halls of literature, a 
poet was judged by a rigorous set of rules 
and canons, reaching back, for the most 
part, to Greek precedent and tradition as 
these were formulated and approved by 
Auistortz. A thousand questions’ were 
asked of the newcomer at the bar of liter- 
ature, and if his offering failed to fit in 
theme, in treatment, in style, in morals, 
the procrustean exactions of the awarding

This type of girl goes from one 

home to another, picking up a little in- 

formation heré and there.

Ot course, said Mrs. Wadhams, 
“the establishment of a school for do- 
mestic service would, to a large extent, 
eliminate a situation-of this kind. At 
the presént time, however, we have 
such school, (although the Y. W. C. A. 
is doing splendid work along these lines.) 
and the American housewife comes face 
to face with the problem of managing 
her household with less money and with 
higher expense than ever before. 

We come to the conclusion, then, 
that a woman who has servants must do 
the training of those servants herself. 
I feel, with a great many other women, 
that in standardization. of household 
work lies the secret of efficiency. There 
is no reason why, with proper manage- 
ment, work should not be so arranged as 
to allow each maid a certain part of 
every day for her own leisure and recre- 
ation; there is no reason why economy 


should not go fprward with just as great rtry,

From the purposeless 
destruction of unfortified cities and 
towns in Belgium and Northern France, 
to the sinking of British hospital ships 
with wounded men and Red Cross nurses 
on board, that Government has left 
nothing undone to earn the horror and 
detestation of civilized peoples. Her 
aerial raids upon cities which, whether 
they were fortified or not, still had the 
right according to international law to 

receive notification before the ‘beginning 
of a bombardment which would neces- 
sarily expose the lives of women; chil- 
dren, and helpless old people; her use 
of poison gas as a weapon of warfare, 
which she began to ‘the amazement of 


the world in the trenches in front of 
Ypres, and which was condemned by 
the declaration of The Hague Conference 


‘of 1899, which Germany signed; her 


practice of deporting the population of 


conquered territories and forcing them, 


in contravention of every idea of the law 
of nations, to work at tasks which 


were virtually a part of the war which 


she was waging against their own 
countries—these are serious counts in 
the indictment against a Government 
whose ambition seems to be to play the 
role of Nietzsche’s Superman — ruthless 
reckless, cruel, dominant, strong, a 
blonde wild beast. 

“It is true that the Entente Allies 
have been forced by military necessity 
to defend themselves against these Ger- 
man atrocities through the use of some— 
not all—of the same weapons. Take 
poison gas, for example. If your men 
are being choked to death in incredible 
agony by an adversary who does not 
hesitate to strangle those whom he can- 
not beat in fair fight, you may well be 
pardoned if you roll back upon him 
some of the same poison which he has 
sent upon you. No other means of self- 
defense would prove effective against 
that partitular peril. The same thing 
may be said in general upon the ques- 
tion of aerial bombardments. But it 


‘cannot be said, in my judgment, upon 


the sinking of hospital ships. That is 
an action so base that it would be bet- 
ter to perish than to be guilty of it. 
Upon the quéstion of ‘ reprisals’ in 
general I think one broad principle may 


be laid down. It is not necessary that 


they should be reprisals in kind, but it 
is necessary that they should have an 
actual military value in putting a stop 
to or in frustrating the practices against 
which they are directed. For example, 
Germans made an ufiannounced 
aerial bombardment of the little French 
City of Bar-le-Duc, in which fio military 
damage was inflicted, but in 7 
scores of helpless and 

women, and children were killed. ‘This 
was done on two successive nights. 
Shortly thereafter the French, by way 
of preventing a repetition of this brutal 
business at Bar · le- Due. sent their air - 
planes over Karlsruhe and tombarded 
that city. The Germans put up a ter- 
rific outery about this. They did not 
like their own medicine. But, all the 
Same, they have never repeated their 
raids upon Bar-le-Duc. The reprisals in 
this case were therefore effective. 

And I doubt very much,“ Dr. van 
Dyke added. whether the German 
Government, by which I mean the pred - 
atory Potsdam gang, is open to any 
other form of argument at the present 
moment. 

“As concerns us, their action, ot 
j course, in forcing America at last to 
take up arms in this war, in spite of 
our great reluctance, was another illus- 
tration. of the spirit of the Superman. 
The course of events which led up to 
the declaration of Congress on April 6 
that a state of war between the United 
States and the Imperial Gefman Govern- 
ment had been thrust upon the United 
States is absolutely unmistakable and 
unpardonable. It has been most clearly 
and eloquently described by the mes- 
sages and speeches of President Wilson. 
It constitutes a long series of violations 
of the rights of America, outrages 
against her citizens, disregard of her 
peaceful and pathetic protests, conspiru- 
cies against her welfare, her honor, and 
her very life, and it culminates in a 
brazen avowal that the German Gov- 
ernment proposes to continue this course, 
and a veiled threat of vengeance if the 
United States ventures to oppose it. 
Under such conditions, arising through 
no will or fault of ours, there was only 
one thing that we could do. We have 
taken up arms to defend ourselves, not 
only for our own sake, but for the sake 
of our sister nations. 


“Now, being in the war, we must 
carry it through with a strong spirit, 
a high hand, and a clean conscience. 
Our ships and our men are already do- 
ing their duty in the fight. We must 
have more ships and more men. We 
must put out of action all our domestic 
quarrelers, fault-finders, backbiters, and 
slackers who are consciously or uncon- 
sciously hindering this great campaign. 
The pacifist has the right not to fight 
if his conscience forbids. But then he 
must be made to work, and he must 
be prevented from uttering sedition 
against his country. 


The power of the food blockade as 
much as anything else is likely to bring 
the German people to their senses and 
the predatory Potsdam gang to their 
knees. It must therefore be strength- 
ened by every fair means. Of course, 


the United States has no intention of 
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starving neutral countries. or 
them unnecessary hardships. But it 
also has no intention of allowing them 
to supply food to Germany in order 
that she. may escape the consequences 
of her own misdeeds and continue her 
course of plutider and bieodshed. Ia 
my opinion, it will be a comparatively 
easy matter to fix a just and reason- 
able ration of food which may be ex- 
ported from our country for the use of 
the people of Helland, Denmark, Swits- 
erland, and the rest. But sot one 
ounce of it most go either directly or 
indirectly to Germany. It the neutrals, 
cannot give us that guarantee in satise- 
factory form, they will Have to get 
their food elsewhere than from us. The 
order of the feeding should be: First, 
our Own people; then our allies; after 
that, the neutrals, 

“The same general principle should 
control our actions toward the non- 
combatant people of German birth or 
descent who remain in America. So long 
as they behave themselves properly and 
patriotically toward our country, as most 
of them do, we ought to treat them 
fairly and kindly. But if any nests of 
espimnage and conspiracy exist, let us 
root them out with no uncertain hand. 
Why should we let y one stay in 
this country who does not love it best 
and serve it first?” 

„Wat about reprisals for the aerial 
ralda? was asked. Should America 
take any part in those? 

“The best part that America can take 
is to send over a big fleet of air ma- 
chines with competent filers. And the 
first points of attack by these airplanes 
should be, in my judgment, those two 
pirate lairs which are called Zeebrugge 
and Ostend. Smash those two hiding 
places of pirates and the menace of the 
German submarine will be more than 
half defeated.” 


„Do -you think there would be any 
advantage or poetic justice in the de- 
struction of German architectural mas- 


at Rheims and other places? 


„Most certainly not. The razing of 
the Cathedral of Cologne would be an 
injury not to Germany only, but to 
the world, and it could not bring back 
to us the Cathedral of Rheims. This 
sort of thing can never touch the Ger- 
mans deeply enough to compensate for 
the loss to art. We must save as much 
beauty as we can. It is the heritage of 
the world which the blonde beast is will- 
ing to destroy: 


this war is a serious business, full of 
danger, toil, and suffering for her. But 
it is a business which must be faced 
with courage and carried through with 
absolute tenacity of purpose until the 
ends which she has set before her are 
accomplished and the liberties of the

With a few points 
in the article I am in agreement, but 
I disagree ra lly with its main con- 
tentions and its general point of view. 
From an economic point of view the 


‘recent accumulation of gold in the 


United States has been a disadvantage. 
Its significance is this: Europe in war 
time could not pay for our food and 
munitions with other goods, as was cus- 
tomary in times of peace, but was 
forced to pay in gold. As gold can- 
not be ea of worn, (except to some 
extent as jewelry,) its only use to Amer- 
icans who get it is to buy goods of other 
Americans. The munition makers and 
food producers are enriched, but the 
nation is not. Only after the war can 
we, as a nation, exchange the gold for 
consumable goods from abroad. As long 
as we are isolated the gold is almost 
as useless to the nation as was the gold 
to Robinson Crusoe when he found it 
in the ship. 

I do not mean to say that @ mguidden 
withdrawal of our gold after the war 
would be a net benefit to us. Our people 
would gain goods thereby, but there 
would be a rapid fall of prices, which is 
as truly an evil as is a rapid rise of 
prices such as we are now experiencing. 
So far as I know, very few students of 


the subject other than Mr. Ralston 


doubt that our high cost of living is due 
largely to gold inflation. How could it 
be otherwise when goods leave our 
shores and are not replaced except by 
yellow metal usable only as brass checks

MR. ARLISS 


BIG IDEA 


By GEORG ARLISS. 
HAVE been given to understand that 
1 the whole of the English- speaking 
world is in a terrible state of anx- 
5 ety as to the future of the art of 
acting. .I believe they always have been 
bessimists in their mental outlook upon 
the condition of the theatre; certainly 
there has been no time within my recol- 
lection when the stage has been con- 
sidered “what it was’’ by the majority 
of people who remember what it was. 
Sometimes they are apprehensive as to 
where we are drifting in our methods 
of stage settings and stage lightings; 
at. other times they are in despair of 
our dramatists. But now I hear they 
are On the verge of nervous breakdown 
owing to their dread of the future of 
the young actor, as an. actor. Per- 
sonally, 1 am very glad that the art of 
acting in its present state is being spe- 
cifically attacked; becauge it may per- 
haps. eventually persuade those who are 
responsible for dramatic productions that 
acting is a far more important factor 
in the success of a play than the arts 
of the scene painter and the costumer. 
In comparing the standard of acting 
today with that of thirty or forty vears 
ago we must consider the change in con- 
ditions. I think it is generally ddmitt 


good actor, is born, not made. In the 
old days there were comparatively 
few, theatres, and presumably there were 
enough ‘born actors to go around. But 
now, with the number of theatres being 
added to throughout the country at the 
rate of—what shall we say?—one a week, 
the supply of born actors has given.out 
and we are having to fall back on the 
made ones; and the quality ofthe 
manufactured article has sadly deteri- 
orated. since the old workshops were 
abandoned and the new machinery in- 
stalled. 

My point is that there are just as 
many born actors, and more, but they 
are likely to be lost in the shuffle; no, 
not lost. but mislaid. A young man 
makes a great success in a play which 
runs a whole yer in New York. What 
happens? He has to travel through the 
country. for two years playing the same 
part, and the next you hear of him in 
New York. is three years after his big 
succees, and the. newspapers say that 
it will be remembered by all theatre- 
goers that Mr. — played So-and-So 
two or three seasons ago.“ &c. And 
the young actor. has been compelled to 
limit his experience during those years 
to that one part. 

The lack ot good acting is due to the 
natural conditions of the country, Henry 
Irving made a world-wide reputation by 
having a permanent theatre and a per- 
manent organization; Sarah Bernhardt's 
‘name was known throughout the world 
even before. she traveled beyond the 
walls of her own city. Irving remained 
for two years at the Lyceum Theatre 
and continually changed the program, 
thus focusing and compelling the in- 
térést of the public. And it is under 
these conditions that the young actor 
has thé opportunity of learning his 
business; supposing such stars, playing 
a variety of parts, and undergoing such 
training that in time, for the purposes 
of general support. vou can hardly tell 
thé ditterenos between the made article 
and the bérn one. How often do we 
nave the Daly cempany heid up before 
us as an example of what actors were 
in those days? Look at those names, 
all stars!“ But they were not stars 
then. They were actors and actresses 
having a chance. And the subsequent 
suvcess ot so many members of that or- 
ganization. should prove a very ‘strong 
argument in favor ot the stock dom- 
pany.. 

I believerthat not until the time comes 


that the, kreat actor, and even the very 3 


when the first-class stock company can 
be reintroduced, with profit to the man- 
ager, shall we get a larger percentage 
of good actors than we have at the 
present time. If we want to make act- 
ors, we must give them an opportunity 
of playing a variety of parts during the 
early days of their apprenticeship. The | 
more accomplishments the young man 
and young woman have—music, dancing, 
fencing—the better, no doubt, for him or 
her; but there is only one way to learn 
to act, and that is to go on the stage in 
a real theatre, before a real audience 
who have paid to come in. I am afraid 


has to travel continually over thousands 
of miles of territory, while the manage- ~ 
ment of individual theatrieal companies 
remain mainſy impersonal, and while 
the expenses of elaboraté scenic pro- 
duction and transportation continue to 
consume so large a proportion of the 
receipts, there is little ehance for the 
molding of the rising. young actor. But 
I hope and believe that the time is not 
far distant when each city will have its 
important permanent organization. which 
{shall tour the country for not more 
than three: months in each year. Then 
we shall find our actors and actresses.
